consumption  for  the  first  quarter  of  19^+6 
will  be  the  same  as  was  available  for  the  last  quarter  of  19^5'    While  the 
allocation  for  the  first  quarter,  19^6,  amoimts  to  1,100,000  tons  for  all 
civilian  use,  the  982,000  tons  allocated  for  the  last  three  months  of  19^5 
plus  the  substantial  "carryover"  of  sugar  from  the  third  quarter  of  19^5 
brought  actual  distribution  and  use  for  the  fourth  quarter  to  the  1,100,000 
ton  figure.    No  changes  in  sugar  rationing  are  likely  during  the  first  three 
months  of  19'+6.
